Hoped Lost Men Were 
Alive; Bodies Not Found.

SEATTLE (Wash.) Dec. 8.— The 
Associated Press dispatch from 
London telling of the finding near 
the mouth of the Yenesel River, 
Western Siberia, of the bodies of 
Knudsen and Tessen, members of 
the Amundsen Arctic expedition, 


survived, Capt. Roald Amundsen, 
leader of the expedition, said to- 
day. 

“Both Knudsen and Tessen were 
experienced Arctic sailors.” Capt. 
Amundsen said, “and While we 
feared the worst, we still hoped 
that they had heen able to reach 
safety. 

“We wintered in 1919 at Cape 
Chehuskin. We were getting 
ready to push into the Arctic ice 
pack and Knudsen and Tessen 
were sent back with dispatches for 
the Norwegian government. They 
were to go to Dickson Island, 500 
miles distant, where the nearest 
telegraph station was situated. 
They were fully equipped for the 
journey, which is not a long ene 
in the Aretic. Moreever, there 
were three large caches’ of food 
along their route. From Diekson 
Island they were to return to Nor- 
way. . 

“In view of their equipment and 
the presence of the caches, their 
destruction is almost incompre- 
hensible. We did not learn for 
more than a year that they had 
failed to arrive at Dickson Island.“

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—Consld- 
eration of the status of French and 
Italian navies under a five-power 
naval limitation agreement may be 
taken up next week. some of those 
connected with conference groups 
believe.

BALFOUR STATEMENT. 

Mr. Balfour said he thought it 
was worth while for him to state 
that on October 81, the Parlia- 
mentary under secretary of the 


Foreign Office had made the fol- 
lowing declaration in the House 
of Commons: 

The policy of spheres of influ- 
ence in China has been supplanted 
by one of international co-opera- 
tion and further development of 
this policy will no doubt form one 
of the subjects of discussion at 
Washington. 

In relation to the formula 
drafted by Mr. Auckland Geddes, 
Mr. Hanihara stated that he was 
in full accord with the spirit of 
the formula proposed. However, 
he would state hig observations 
on a few points, that the formula 
would not only be unnecessary in 
view of the fact that the principle 
embodied in it had lready 
been stated most clearly the 
first item of the Root resolution, 
but it might weaken the force of 
that resolution. 


ALL POWERS BOUND. 
That in the present form al 
powers who were party to the 
resolution were bound in their 
actions by the formula. But at 


the same time China would be left 
free to epter into any treaties or 
other arrangements she desired. 

That if the present formula was 
adopted criticisms might be in- 
curred, that the sovereign rights 
of the powers party to the resolu- 
tion were subject to limitations 
and that publicity has been as- 
sured by Article XVIII of the 
Covenant of the League of Na- 
tions, which would serve thé pur- 
pose of the present formula suffi- 
clently and effectively. 

Mr. Hanthara, therefore, pro- 
posed that the wording of the res- 
‘olution should be so phrased that 
China also be bound in her ac- 
tions in the same manner as the 
other powers concerned, and, fur- 
ther, that the resolutiqg should 
not be incorporated in the Root 
resolution, but should stand as a 
separate resolution. 


SUPPORTS HUGHES. 


M. Viviani supported the pro- 
posal of Mr. Hughes, which he 
said seemed to him to supplement 
the principles adopted by the com- 
mittee on November 21. 

Senator Schanzer, in the name 
of the Italian delegation, agreed 
with the proposal put forward by 
the British delegation, and said 
he would like to add the follow- 
ing considerationg to the deéclara- 


tion made by Mr. Viviani: 


“Mr. Root's draft resolution con- 
cerned not only the interests of 
China, but aleo those of the other 
powers here represented.“ 

Sir Robert Borden said he had 
been a good deal impressed by 
what Mr. Hanihara said and for 
the following reason the proposals 
embodied in the principles Krafte d 
by Mr. Root seemed to him to 
cover all the ground covered by 
the resolution under considera- 
tion.

RESOLUTION ADOPTED. 
The resolution suggested by Sir 
Auckland Geddes, with slight 
modifications, was then adopted as 
follows: 
“That the powers attending this

edge of the Agricultural Depart- 
ment, and wae not known even to 
the Department of Commerce. 
About 15,000,000 bushels of Aus- 
trialian wheat have been purchased 
by Japan, to be sent into Russia 
over the trans-Siberian road.

PREPARED TO PROVE. 

Senator Watson, Democrat,

men were executed. 

Col. Bethel denied that Amert- 
can soldiers had been hanged after 
conviction by a French military 
court, asserting that under the ar- 
ticles of war, jurisdiction was 
vested solely in the American 


Army. 
BROAD INTIMATION. 

There was a rather broad intima- 
tion that it might be unwise to di- 
vulge the names of the soldiers ex- 
ecuted because of the belief in the 
minds of some investigators that 
soldiers with stories of “wholesale 
hangings" might have been con- 
fused after seeing or hearing of 
the hanging of those found guilty 
and sentenced by military court. 

Gen. Pershing, as the supreme 
commander on foreign soil, ap- 
proved the court findings in the 
cases of the eleven men hanged 
and refused to approve the find- 
ings in eleven other cases carry- 
ing the death sentence. Altogether 
sixty-two men were sentenced to 
death, but Col. Bethel declared 
on'tw eleven were executed. 

Most of the crimes were against 
women and children. One of the 
white soldiers hanged vu con- 
victed of murdering another sol- 
dier and the other was found 
guilty of attackine an &-year-old 
Belgian Zirl. A French professor 
was murdered while trving to pro- 
tect an old woman and the father 
of the girl wes killed be two ne- 
groes as he fought against great 
odds to save her. ;

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—Post- 
master-General Hays has issued an 
order establishing a philatelic 


stamp agency for the sale of stamp 
paper in demand among 
lectors, including rare and obso-. 
lete issues. This is a new depart- 
ure in the postal service and was

Philatelists and stamp dealers of 
this country have been requesting 
service of this kind for the last 
thirty years because they have not 
always been able to obtain from 
local stoffices stamped per of 
the kinds desired for collections. 

Written applications should be 
addressed “Philatelic Stamp 
Agency, Division of Stamps, Post- 
office Department, Washington, 
D. C.“ Cash or money orders suf- 
ficient to cover the face value of 
the stamps desired, including the 
registry fee and return postage, 
must accompany the application. 
It is important to note that cer- 
tiicates or personal checks, 
stamps or other forms of remit- 
tance, will, under no  circum- 
stances, be accepted for payment. 

In selling these the agency will 
endeavor to supply, so far as pos- 
sible, well-centered and correctly 
perforated stamps, which are 
keenly sought after by philatelists. 
Stamps will not be issued on ap- 
proval or in exchange of stamps 
of other denominations. Strict ob- 
servance of this rule is necessary to 
avoid embarrassment to the 
agency.

of money spent in the United 
States by the foreign agents en- 
gaged in exploiting the American 
people and in creating interest in 
@ support for movements and 
schemes entirely foreign to the in- 
terests of the American people.” 

CAN PUNISH ANARCHY. 

Calling attention that activities 
of the Federal government in deal- 
ing with ultraradicalism are 
limited by law to aliens, Mr. 
Daugherty notes that virtually all 
ef the States now have enacted 
laws defining and punishing crim- 
inal syndicalism and anarchy. 
These laws reach the citizen as 
well as the alien. 

The dealing with ultraradi- 
ecalism is only one of the many 
the Department of 
Justice during the last fiscal year 
which are reviewed in the At- 
torney-General’s report. He calls 
attention that while the depart- 
ment ceased last January its ac- 
tivities in the inforcement of pro- 
hibition, it is continuing to co- 
operate in this work. 

The Attorney-General ohserves 
that “there has been no decrease 
in the number of Illicit distilling 


eases since the enactment of the 


prohibition laws,” and that “the 
court calendar in some jurisdic- 
tions have been overtaxed by this 
class of cases.“ 

“Where are facts warrant,” he 
“the offenders have been 
vigorously prosecuted, and it is 
hoped that this will result in a ma- 
terial reduction of such violations 
of the law.” 

Selective Service Act cases dis- 
posed of during the year num- 
bered 1803, the report says, the 
convictions numbering 148 with 
180 pleas of guilty. Cases pend- 
ing at the beginning of the last 
fiscal year numbered 28,087 and 
1331 new cases were begun. 

Violations of the so-called dis- 
loyalty sections of the Espionage 
Act have greatly decreased, ac- 
cording to the report, which notes 
that only six cases were begun 
under the entire act during the 
fiscal year, while forty-one cases 
were disposed of, 130 cases having 
been docketed at the beginning of 
the year, 

Mr. Daugherty declares that as 
an organized system, the white 
Slave traffic has been broken up, 
but adds that a great many in- 
dividual cases still exist with the 
department making every effort 
to break up this practice also. 

Complaints arising under the 
Peonage Act increased during the 
year, the report continues, “and 
peonage was found to exist to a 
shocking extent in Georgia, Ala- 
bama and some parts of Texas.” 
Several convictions have been ob- 
tained and several prosecutions 
are pending, it is added.

PRESENT TARIFF RUINOUS TO

DAILY TRADE TALK. 


| Using Interest to Pay the Debt; Food Prices Out of 
Balance; Trade and Credit Conditions. 


The world is all but helpless in 
the face of the $19,000,000,000 
which Europe owes to the United 
States. Frank A. Vanderlip said, 
upon his return from a visit to 
our debtor nations, that while he 
is accustomed to dealing with 
units of millions, billions confused 
him. 


It is quite apparent that until! 
some comprehensive plan for re- 
ducing this huge debt to a work- 
able basis is formulated the 
foreign trade of thig country as 
well as the foreign exchange of 
European countries will remain in 
a more or less chaotic condition. 

Mr. Vanderlip has, himself, put 
aside his proposal for a 11.000. 
000,000 bank, and now i offers 
something which appears, on its 
face, to be much more construc- 
tive, and while some hold it too 
idealistic to be practicable, others 
find ia it the germ of a saving 
idea, namely. the payment of Al- 
lied debts by local securties of 
Puropean countries, through which 
the vast sums due the United 
States in interest may be diverted 
to sonstructive works at home, and 
through such development pro- 
vide the funds with which to 
meet the obligations to this coun 


try. 

“As T understand n.“ one banker 
said yesterday, the plan provides 
for the acquirement of internal s- 
¢curities of debtor nations in a 
form that would be attractive to 
American investors. We would 
direct foreign governments to lend 
to productive enterprises in their 
own countries, delivering the se- 
curities to us in exchange for their 
own bonds, which we now hold. 
These bonds bearing the guaranty 
of the foreign government, with 
possibly our own 
guaranty as well, should 
attractive.to American investors.” 

Mr. Vanderlip’s suggestion 
more easily understood by his own 
concrete example of how he would 
use mere six months yield of 
a quarter billion. “If we put it 
into hydroelectric development,” 
he explains, taking in exchange 
@ mortgage on the development. 
we should pave provided in Haly 
and Austria for a saving in coal 
im which would materially 
help them balance their foreign 
trade, and we should obtain for 
ourselves a soupd security which 
would ultimately be repaid.” 

In like manner he would devote 
other hundreds of millions to pro- 
viding our government's debtors 
with grain clecators. machinery 
for enabling backward and hun- 
themselves 
by enlarging their crofs, and other 
similar material aids to the spir- 
itual regeneration of Europe and 
the dedemption of a perishing 
civillization. 

Private es are bound to 
function to better in 
restoring the financial belance of 
the world than are public agen- 
cies. The collection of the inter- 


the deferred payments are auto- 
matically added to the principal 
which ig piling up into a mountain 
of debt through which Europe will 
never able to dig iteelf. 

Whether or not Vanderlip's 
scheme is the correct one remains 


[to be seen, but it is certain thet 


this country must shortly evolve 
a plan of re-establishing the trade 
and the finances of Europe for 
onr own well-being. There can be 
no feeling of ease or security in our 
own house while a fire is raging 
in the same block. 


OUT OF BALANCE. 

A correspondent writes to com- 
ment upon the suggestion made 
in this department that there ap- 
pears to be a good deal of slack 
between food prices at the point 
of production and in the final 
stage of the commodities’ journey 
to the ultimate consumer. This 
correspondent incloses a news- 
paper printed in a Middle West 
city, which does not begin to have 
the natural advantages of Los An- 
geles or the immediate bases of 
supply close to town, and yet ad- 
vertisements appearing in this 
publication show, in many in- 
stances, that prevailing prices of 
food there are much lower than 
they are in this center of produc- 
tion and distribution. 
| Butter and eggs, for instance. 
are 20 cents lower per pound and 
per dozen. Fresh meats average 
10 cents per pound lower. and 
even California celery is advertised 
in this 2000-mile distant city at 12% 
cents per stalk, against a price of 
15 cents oh some local markets. 
Oranges are also sold for less than 
they may be purchased for within 
sight of the groves. All of these 
produced in the Los Angeles dis- 
trict, and contemplation of the 
comparison cannot but lead one to 
the conviction that there is some- 
thing radically wrong in our food 
distribution system. 

Another consideration to which 
attention is drawn and which has 
basis in fact is the wide range of 
prices in different localities for 
goods which must have had 
practically the same basic and 
wholesale value. There is often 
a 20 per cent differential in es- 
pecially priced articles within a 
ten-miſe radiue. The farmer is on 
a perwar basis. but the consumer 
is stil] paying 50 or 60 per cent 
more than he did in 1914. His 
protest is met by the argument 
that he should rejoice in the 40 
or 50 per cent reduction since the 
war ended. 

A consumer recently had occa- 
sion to purchase an article of com- 
mon household usage which has 
sold for Fears at a standard price 
of three for a quarter. The price 
has been advanced to 19 cents 
Straight. The retailer said that 
he was compelled to make the 
advance to get out whole on the 
transaction and offered his bills to 
prove that his profit is small. Yet 
the ingredients which go into the 
manufacture of the article in ques- 
tion have declined 40 per cent dur- 
ing the past year, and it is prob- 
able that somewhere along the 
line there is a profit taking of 
about 200 per cent. 

It is difficult to impress upon 
labor the necessity for accepting 
a lower wage so long as conditions 
like this persist, but where is the 
line to be drawn”? Who is respor-

roked to establish a new order.

TRADE AND BANKING. 

A difficult problem confronts the 
business world. It is that of per- 
suading labor that wages in trans- 
portation, coal, mining and the 
building trades must come down 
to restore normal production and 
commerce. For that reason, the 
Alexander Hamilton Institute Re- 
view. thinks that the general con- 
ference called for December 14 to 
discuss a reduction in freight rates 
may have a more important bear- 
ing upon business revival in 1922 
than the Disarmament Confer- 
ence. 

An important source of purchas- 
ing power is the farmer, and his 
consumption Will not become nor- 
mal until a year hence. The farm- 
er who traded five bushels of corn 
for a pair of shoes when corn was 
$1.59 a bushel, now finds that he 
must exchange twenty-five or 
thirty bushels for the same pair 
of shoes, with corn selling between 
25 and 35 cents a bushel on the 
farm. The same unfavorable com- 
parison applies to the purchase of 
all sorts of clothing and equip- 
ment. with the result that the 
farmer decides to economize in 
the purchase of everything. 

Lower interest rates are pre- 
dicted for early 1922. Perhaps 
not in Los Angeles where credit 
conditions are more stable than 
elsewhere and where the banks 
find a readier outlet for surplus 
capital than in many other finan- 
cial centers, but bankers say that 
in some sections competition tor 
the placing of funds is developing, 
and alert borrowers are encour- 
aged to make judicious expansions.

BUSINESS NEWS. 


Postal is in Los Angeles Increase, but Decline 
Elsewhere; Busy Day in Investment Market. 


Although unemployment and re- 
duction in wages have cut down 
national postal savings deposits 
considerably this year, deposits at 
the local postofiice slow a sub- 
Stantial gain during the same pe- 
riod. 
States postal savings on November 
l were approximately $149,400,- 
000, compared to $163,393,005 on 


January 1. By way of contrast, 
Los Angeles deposits increased 
during the same ten months, from 
, $860,197, to $898,525. 

| The postal savings accounts 
represent very fairly the financial 
condition of the foreign-born ele- 
ment of the population. Many 
foreigners, used to gAWernment 
banks in their own countrieg, pre- 
fer to place their money on deposit 
with the United States govern- 
ment. Despite the general de- 
pression, postal savings deposits 
have held up very well, indicat- 
ing the industry and thrift of the 
foreign workman. 

The postal savings is essentially 
the bank of the small depositor. 
During November, 113 new ac- 
counts were opened at the Los An- 
geles Postoffice, totaling $61,821, 
or an average of $547 for each 
account. Paul Ostrom, assistant

ABOUT COTTON. 


{Thies te the fifth of a _ series of 
articles on the hiatory and developmest 
of the cotton industry with especial rer 
erence to the movement in California 
and Arisona.]

During the 1920-21 season the 
American crop amounted to 11.- 
377.316 bales of cotton, including 
Unters. This was picked from an 
acreage amounting to 35,878,000 
acres showing a yield per acre of 
153 pounds, against an average in 
| past years of 151 pounds. Due to 
depressing commercial influences, 
the vale of last year’s crop 
amounted to $940,537,360 4 
against a trifle over 32.000.990. 
000 for the year preceding. while 
the value of cotton seed for last 
year amounted to $137.900,000 as 
against $346,000,000 the year pre- 
ceding, notwithstanding the fact 
that about 1,000,000 more tons of 
seed were 
an average price. 
year of $22.92 as against $67.15 
for the year preceeding. 

The price of cotton fell from 
40 cents on Aug. 2. 1920, to 10% 
cents on June 20, 1921, while the 
price of print cloth declined from 
14 gents to 4% cents.

In otber words, it is evident that 
the basic price of raw commodi- 
ties ran fairly constant and this 
not only applies to the products 
of the farm but to such other 
basic commodities as iron, copper 
and fuels. 

Using generalized figures the 
cotton belt acreage in the south- 
ern part of the United States is 
| spprenimately 35,000,000 with an 
average tonnage of 150 pounds of 
Unt cotton to the acre, which 
shows an average yield of 10,570,- 
000 bales of cotton, having an 
average weight of 500 pounds to 
the bale. 

Both the available acreage and 
the tonnage appear to be increas- 
ing on account of various causes, 
not the least of which is damage 
from insects and particularly that 
of the boll weevil, while on the 
other hand, the world consumption 
of cotton and cotton goods is an- 
nually increasing. To some ex- 
tent the World War has thrown 
this disparity slightly out of bal- 
ance but most se — —2— 
agree that the disparity con- 
tinue to increase and this has 
caused the stimulation of cotton 
planting in Australia and various 
parts of Africa, South America and 
the Dutch East Indies without, 
however, marked success.

OVER ADOBES. 


Councilmen Call Letter of 
Park Board Insulting. 


— — 


Ire of Native Sons Roused by 
“Defiant” Epistle. 


Griffith Park Controversy 
Grows More Bitter. 


Two old buildings in Grimth 
Park are the cause of a furious 
controversy that boiled over at 
yesterday's meeting of the City 
Counctl. The heat was produced 
by a communication from the 
Board of Park Commissioners. 

Ramona Parlor, No. 109, Native 
Sons of the Golden West. some 
days ago was informed that “the 
two adobe buildings located in 
Grifith Park and known as the 
Raldwin adobes are being removed 
by order of the Board of Park 
Commisisoners.”” Resolutions were 
adopted by the Native Sons pro- 
testing against removal of these 
“two splendid specimens of old 
California architecture, built to 
withstand the ravages of time and 
of the elements, interesting relics 
of an era in the history of Califor- 
nia.“ The Council was asked to 
insist that the buildings be re- 
stored and that “necessary lecisia- 
tion be adopted to prevent any fur- 
ther destruction of landmarks that 
may be located on public prop- 


NOT OLD RELICS. 


The Council yesterday got the 
park commissioners’ answer to the 
Native Sons’ charges. It declared 
that only one of the two buildings 
was to be destroyed, a structure 
bullt between 1880 and 18865 and 
not an adobe one, The doomed 
bullding was dec to have no 
characteristic of an adobe building 
“except that the second story of 
the outer walls are built of adobe, 
but the first story of masonry, 
built of stone, the roof was wooden, 
covered with tin and as far as we 
have been able to learn there is 
no historical significance of any 
kind or character attached to the 
house.” The letter explained that 
ite destruction was contemplated 
because it stood directly in line 
with the golf course. 

The Park Commissioners said 
the other building was built in 
1880 and was an adobe. Photo- 
graphs were submitted to show 
how the older building had been 
damaged by an explosion for the 
benefit of cinematography, and the 
commissioners prior to the protest 
of the Native Sons were contem- 
plating its resforation. The let- 
ter scores the Native Sons for is- 
suing their protest before ascer-

King Lear 
Transcends 
Its Staging. 


In some ways “King Lear” is too 
big for the stage. It alone of 


those regions of superhuman gran- 


mad old king are too heavy for 
humanity to bear, and the tre- 
mendous dramatic machinery of 
the play seems more suitable to 
match with the deeds of demigods. 


Everything is on auch a vast scale 
of passion, language and imagina- 
tion that the footlights are an in- 
trusion and the scenery inadequate. 
One longs to see the tragedy played 
out amid no ether settings than 
those of elemental nature, which is 
* only frame big enough for such 

a picture. 

But this ts not criticism of Mr. 


last night. If “King Lear” is to be 
staged at all, it would be hard to 
imagine a better interpretation than 
his. He rose to the frenzy of mad- 
nese with theatricalism and sound- 
ed the depths of pathos with never 
a hint of the sentimental. 

It was difficult to say which was 
more impressive—the old man’s 
wrath or his final broken cries of 
desolate anguish. The immense vi- 
tality of the actor, despite his years, 
was a wonderful thing to feel, and 
his voice responded to every call 
upon it with unabated vigor 

Miss Hamper’s Cordelia showed 
effort in places of stress, but on the 
whole, as the part does not demand 
an interpretation of heroic dimen- 
stons, was adequate and filled with 
the charm of her personality. 

Lear's fool, played by Guy Linds- 
ley, was one of the outstanding 
characterizations of the evening— 
finished and artistic to the last de- 
gree. John Alexander’s Kent de- 
serves mention, and the Gloster of 
A. C. Henderson was second only 
to Lear in its portrayal of sufferings 
almost too great to be borne. 

Some very fine work was done by 
Franklin Salisbury itn the part of 
Fdrar.

Several of my readers have 
asked me to publish some good 
recipes for putting up the fig. 1 
can recommend the following: 

To can figs: There are two kinds 
of figs. commonly spoken of as pur- 
ple and white. The white figs are 
the best for pickles and glace fruits. 
and the purple figs are best for 
jams and thick preservés The pur- 
ple fig must be peeled. If you wish 
to can it, first peel it. then place 
it in sterilized jars, fill the jars to 
overfiowing with sirup as in can- 
ning any other fruit, adjust rub- 
bers and co . liy seal, 
stand the jars two inches under 
boiling water and “sterilize” the 
jar (that is, continue to let the 
water boil) for 15 minutes; then 
remove jar from the hot water 
bath, completely seal, and store. 

If you wish to can the white 
figs, however, you must cook them 
until tender in the sirup before 
putting them in jars; then put them 
in the hot sterilized jars; pour over 
them the same sirup they were 
cooked in and proceed exactly as 
directed above for the purple fig.

Next morning cook the figs in the 
same sirup ‘% hour, leave again 
overnight, then cook until the stem 
is transparent and leave off the fire 
until sold. Drain on a plate, 


over a pan or tray, and dry thor- 
oughly. (Wet the netting before 
putting the fruit on it.) 

Pickled figs: Make a weak brine 
of salt and cold water and pour it 
over five pounds of firm purple 
figs on which the stems have been 
left: let stand for three hours, 
then rinse figs well in several 
waters. Put into a small muslin 
bag one tablespoon whole cloves, 
and two tablespoons 
ground cinnamon and all ce. 
Combine in the preserving kettle 
one quart of cider vinegar and 
three pounds granulated sugar; 
add the spice bag and the figs and 
let boil slowly for one hour, re- 
moving scum as it appears. Then 
pour into hot sterilized jars and seal

The schools were crowded in 
1916-17. That year $411,571.25 
was spent in outlays for permanent 
improvements. From 1917-18 to 
1919-20, there was a total expend!-

Meanwhile the cost of buliding had 
increased 300 per cent, and the 
number of pupils 20 per cent. In 


9920-21, the first money from the 


bonds became available, and 12. 
682,186.36 was spent for capital 
outiays. The cost of building had 
decreased somewhat, but the num- 
ber of pupil had increased 17 
per cent, nearly as much in the 
one year as in the preceding three 


years. 

Today the high schools, which 
were built to accommodate 13.374 
pupils, have an enroliment of 17.

Mr. Pomeroy, who organized the 
South Bay Auxiliary, composed of 
associations t the Redondo 
Beach district, presented the 
auxiliary’s program in regard to 
sewage disposal. The first fea- 
ture of his program consists of a 
declaration of war on the 9 
sewer at Hyperion. The plan also 
includes the presentation of the 
economic aspect of the sewer 
problem and the educating of the 
residents of the back country iu the 
use of the clarified effluent from 
the treatment plans for irrigation 
purposes, he stated yesterday. 

“The people of the San Fernando 
Valley should be vitally interested 
in the sewage question, because of 
their interest in irrigation,” 
Mr. Pomeroy. “Also, we intend to 
extend full co-operation to Venice 
and Santa Monica in their fight on 
the emergency sewer plans of the 
City Engineer of Los Angeles.” 

Mr. Pomeroy said that the funds 
which could be derived from the 
sale of sewage, converted into fer- 
tilizer, and of the water, used in 
the process, for purposes of irriga- 
tion would soon repay the people 
for any expense necessitated by 
the establishment of sewage-dis- 
posal plants.

BOOM STEPHENS 
AT STATE COST? 


Treasurer Says People Pay 
for Electioneering. 
Hurls Charge of Hypocrisy at 
Governor’s Machine. 


Attack on Spending Opens 
Richardson’s Campaign. 


State officials and employees in 
Los Angeles are electioneering for 
Gov. Stephens and making the 
State pay for their automobiles. 
gasoline, oll, tires and hotel accom- 
modations, according to charges 
made here yesterday by State 
Treasurer Richardson. 

Mr. Richardson, who has been 
in Southern California for two 
weeks in connection with his plans 


for entering the gubernatorial race 


against Mr. Stephens at the next 
election, asserted that the State 
machine under Gov. Stephens “sur- 
passes in greed, in boldness and in 
hypocrisy any other machine in 
the history of California.” 

He virtually reiterated all the 
charges of extravagance, waste and 
inefficiency made against the Gov- 
ernor by Southern California State 
Senators and Assemblymen, and in 
addition supplied certain features 
of his own. 

“If the State expense continues 
to increase ag it has in the last 
two years.” he asserted, “four 
years more of the present political 
dynasty will mean not $91,000,000, 
but $276,000,000 for a biennium 
budget.” . 

STRANGLE HOLD ON STATE. 

“The remedy for the present in- 
tolerable situation in ifornia,” 
according to the State Treasurer, 
“ig to kick out of power the politi- 
cal machine which has fastened a 
strangle hold on the State.” 

“When attacked it cunningly re- 
frains from any attempt to justify 
its orgy of extravagance, but de- 
nounces those who give the facts 
to the people.” he continued. “It 
uses the methods of the Pharisee. 
I am in this contest use 1 
believe my duty to do some- 
thing to curb State extrav nce, 
Serious consequences confrént the 
State by reason of increasing ex- 
penses, and something must be 
done to put the State on a sane 
business sis.

Stephens pledged himeelf 
to efficiency and he has given the 
people a reorganization scheme 
which adds power to the machine 
by weakening civil service. This 
has been the cause of much con- 
fusion and has placed despotic 
power in the hands of a few bu- 
reaucrats and in addition has not 
saved the people a dollar. The 
reorgunization plan is a stupid 
camouflage framed to fool the 
people.
